PROHIBITION TO REFERENDUM} 


F. Scott McBride for ‘Plan if Constitution Is 


Changed to Permit 


Popular Initiative 


and Vote on All Amendments.

WASHINGTON, April 22.— F. 
Scott McBride, superintendent of 
the Anti-Saloon League, today pro- 


claimed on behalf of the dry forces 
willingness to meet the wets in a 
prohibition referendum if the Con- 
stitution is first amended to per- 
mit all future changes to be made 
by popular vote in the states. 

In a statement issued following 
his return from a Western trip, Mc- 
Bride pronourced “the one real 
referendum proposed down to 
date,’”’ a plan under which the Con- 
stitution would be amended to per- 
mit that in future by majority vote 
in two-thirds of the states, the peo- 
could initiate amendments 
making it mandatory on Congress 
to submit the proposals to popular 
vote in the states, ratification being 
by three-fourths of the states. 

“We chailenge the wets,” he said, 
“to mect this issue by referendum 
under this method, which would be 
a process uncer constitutional Gov- 
ernment. The attitude of the wets 
as to this proposition will determine 
their sircerity.’ 


Former Chairman Butler for 
G. O. P. Resubmission

BOSTON, April 22.—William M. 


Butler, former United States Sen-

ator, yesterday declared in favor of 
a plank in the Republican national 
platform calling for a referendum 
on prohibition. 

Butler is a former chairman of 
the National Republican Commit- 
tee and he managed the campaign 
of Calvin Coolidge for the presiden- 
cy. He is an unopposed candidate 
for delegate-at-large to the nation- 
al convention, pledged to President 
Hoover. 

In his declaration, Butler said: 

“I see no harm, but a great deal 
of good, to come from resubmis- 
sion. * * * J do not see how it 
should embarrass the President. 
* * * The present discussion of 
prohibition. I believe, is doing more 
to upset the country than anything 
else.”’ 

Butler said that in the past he 
had stood for prohibition because 
he was a party man and would not 
embarrass the party or take part in 
splitting it by opposing prohibi- 
tion. 

“However, I did say that I was 
not in favor of the amendment 
when adoptel, and notwithstanding 
the excellent things ~ which have 
come about by reason of national 
prohibition, I do not believe any 
more than I did originally that it 
is properly a subject for national 
control,” he added.

PHILADELPHIA, April 22.—A 
court order yesterday paved the 
way for destitute familics to occu.

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RECEIVER APPOINTED 
FOR R. HOE & C0. 


Manufacturers, 113 
Years in Business, Con- 
sents to Action. 


By the Associated Press. . 

NEW YORK, April 22.—R. Hoe 
& Co., Inc., manufacturer of news- 
paper printing presses, was placed 
in receivership in the Federal Court 
today. 

The officers of the company filed 
an answer in which they consented 
to the action. 

Although not incorporated until 
1924, R. Hoe & Co. has.been in 
business for 113 years. The com- 
pany was founded by Richard Hoe. 

The action was instituted by Ken- 
neth A. Christian, a stockholder, on 
a claim of $3243. Federal Judge 
Coleman appointed the Irving Trust 
Co. and R. Swartz equity receivers 
under a joint bond of $50,000. 

The petition set forth that, due 
to the widespread distribution of 
the product of the company and 
its uninterrupted operation for 113 
years, “its good will is of exceed- 
ing value.” 

The corporation has a funded 
debt of $4,502,000, and the consoli- 
dated balance sheet as of Feb. 29, 
last, showed gross assets of $11,- 
926,124. The petition showed that 
current liabilities, in addition to 
the funded debt, amounted to §$2,- 
821,862. 


DEATH SENTENCE FOR KILLING 
FORMER PREMIER OF JAPAN 


Young Membcr of “Love of Country 
Association” Fatally Wounded 
Yuko Hamaguchi. 

By the Associated Press. 

TOKIO, April 22.—Tomeo  Sa- 
goya, 24-year-old member of the 
“Love of Country Association,” was 
sentenced to death by a Tokio Dis- 
trict Court yesterday for killing 
Yuko Hamaguchi, former Premier 
of Japan, who died last Aug. 26. 

The court ruled that a shot fired 
by Sagoya on Nov. 14, 1930, caused 
the Premier’s death nine months 
later. One of his accomplices, 
Yoshikatsu Maisuki, was sentenced 
to 13 years’ imprisonment, while 
the other, Ainosuke Iwata, was 
sentenced to a prison term of four 
months. 


EDGAR WALLACE LEFT $67,680 
IN ASSETS, $304,560 IN DEBTS 


London Paper Quotes Widow as 
Saying Author Lost Heavily 
on Races, 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, April 22.—The Daily 
Mail said that an affidavit of Ed- 
gar Wallace’s estate, to be pre- 
sented for probate today, showed 
debts of about $304,560 and assets 
of $67,680, while the personal es- 
tate of the author, who died in 
California on Feb. 10, was nil. 

The affidavit, however, was sub- 
ject to correction, the newspaper 
said, as it was incomplete regard- 
ing his earnings in Hollywood. 
The Mail quoted his widow as hav- 
ing said the debts were due to 
heavy racing losses, extravagant 
living and excessive generosity. 

British tax records put Wallace’s 
earnings last year at $200,000. Sales 
of his books were estimated at the 
time of his death at 5,000,000 an-

Police Think They Have 
Broken Up Scheme to Kill 
Man Who Carried Policies 
for $48,000. 


BOOTLEGGER PAID 
PREMIUMS ON THEM 


He Engaged Virgil Martin 
r “‘Risky Job,” Latter 
Says, and Was Benefici-. 
ary in Most of Them. 


With the arrest last night of .two 
men, one of them an insurance 
agent, police think they have 
broken up a plot to kill Virgil Mar- 
tin, 5096 Minerva avenue, for whom 
several insurance companies have 
written accident and life policies 
in the last two months totaling 
$4%,000. 

Detectives Fabick and Hummert 
went to Martin’s home last night 
and told him they had heard re- 
ports that he was to be sent to 
Kansas City next week with a 
truckload of liquor and that tho 
truck was to be attacked on the 
way, and Martin killed. 

Martin told them that about two 
months ago, when looking for work, 
he was introduced to a bootlegger 
who offered him a job, but sug- 
gested that the work was risky and 
that he should have some insur- 
ance. 

Martin agreed, and under several 
names he obtained policies from va- 
rious companies, the bootlegger 
paying the premiums and being 
named as the beneficiary in all 
except two policies. These provid- 
ed that $3000 was to be paid to 
Martin’s wife in the event of his 
death and $5000 to his estate. 

In all nine policies were writ- 
ten, several of them providing for 
double indemnity in case of acci- 
dental death. Martin’s death by 
accident would have cost the in- 
surance companies $72,000. 

The largest, a $20,000 accijent 
policy, was obtained reccntly 
through the insurance agent who is 
under arrest. It was understood, 
Martin said, that within two 
months this policy would be con- 
verted into a life policy paying 
double indemnity in case of acci- 
dental death. 

No charges have been made 
against the men arrested. They are 
held pending investigation by post- 
office inspectors and the Circuit At- 
torney. 

The insurance agent, police said, 
has admitted handling the final 
$20,000 accident policy for Martin 
and the bootlegger, but said he con- 
sidered it a legitimate business 
transaction. The bootlegger would 
make no statement.

Son of Late Director of English 
Newspaper Loses Life in 
Lake Wndermere.

after the noon recess of the com- 
mittee. Questions put to him dealt 
particularly with his syndicate op- 
erations in stocks. 

He said he had taken “terrific” 
losses since 1929 and had engaged 
in short selling in an effort to re- 
duce them. 

Brush so charmed the commit- 
tee by his frankness that several 
of its members, including Senator 
Brookhart, the Iowa insurgent, 
crowded about him to offer thanks 
and congratulations. 

After Money in a Big Way. 

Brush made no bones about be- 
ing in the market to make moncy 
in a big way. During the boom 
market he was on the long side, 
and when his judgment told him, 
in the spring of 1930, that stocks 
were due for a decline, he had no 
hesitation in building up a large 
short interest. 

But the life of a bear, he said 
with an engaging chuckle, was not 
always a bed of roses: there were 
thmes during market rallies when 
a bear had a “dog-goned” hard 
time sleeping at night. 

R@ords before the committee 
show that on April 8 Brush was 
short 1000 shares of Woolworth,

WASHINGTON, April 22.—Ex- 
amination of the photographic rec- 
ord of short accounts on the New 
York Stock Exchange, as of April 


8 last, continued today to reveal to 
the Senate Banking and Currency 
Committee a large number of names 
which members of the committee 
branded as probably fictitious. 

The committee would like to 
know, for example, whether big 
bear operators are concealed  be- 
hind the names of “Sadie Silk” and 
“Stella Stitch.” Both these names 
were in the records furnished the 
committee by the stock exchange 
in reply to a subpena. 

Sadie’s account was handled by 
the brokerage firm of Dunscomb| 
& Co., and Stella operated through 
D. M. Collins & Co. They. were 
short in Western Union, Elecrtic 
Power & Light and Hershey Choc- 
olate preferred. 

Numerous other women’s names 
appeared, “Lilly Schiff’ sold short 
through Frank B. Cohn & Co., and 
“Rose Schecr’” through D. M. Min- 
ton & Co. 

At least two stock exchange 
members cleared their short sales 
for the day in question under such 
designations as ‘‘account No. 56” 
and “account No. 28.” Five ac- 
counts of this kind were on the 
books of Pearl & Co. 

Dean Witter & Co. put through 
five clearing tickets for the ac- 
counts of “Sargent,” and the firm 
of Slaughter, Anderson & Fox re- 
ported the sales of Mr., Mrs. or 
Miss “G. Oka.” 

Paris Bank Sells Short. 

The records showed considerable 
short selling for foreign account. 
One of the largest single order oper- 
ations on the short side on April 
8 was the sale of 35,000 Generai 
Motors for the account of the 
Travelers Bank of Paris. The bank 
also was listed as responsible for 
sizable short commitments in 16 
other leading stocks, including 4200 
United States Steel, some A. T. & 
T., Westinghouse, Mercantile Mar- 
ine and Lorillard Tobacco. 

Another foreign account which 
attracted the attention of the com- 
mittee was that of Raymond Pat- 
enotre, identified as a member of 
the French Chamber of Deputies, 
who accompanied Premier Laval 
to Washington last fall. He had 
open short commitments in North 
National Power and 
Light, Standard Oil of New Jersey 
and others. Some of-his accounts 
were handled by Post and Flags 
and others by Eastman, Dillon and 
Company. 

Patenotre, who maintained a 
nominal residence in New York 
City, was granted an abatement of 
$1,000,000 on 1930 income taxes on 
the showing that he was a non- 
resident alien. He is the owner of 
a string ok newspapers in France. 
Through his mother, an American, 
he received the Philadelphia In- 
quirer, which‘ was sold after he 
inherited it. 

Another account was identificd 
as that of N. P. De Mauriac, an 
official of the Bank of France, 
and still another believed to be of 
French origin was that of the “So- 
ciete Expansione.” 

An account in the name of the 
Marquis De San Miguel was said 
to represent a short interest @6for 
Spanish traders. 

Holland Accounts Short. 

Holland was represented in the 
short accounts through the Woden

HOOVER FEARS PAY 


CUT MAY LOP OFE 
00,000 EMPLOYES 


Urges Stagger System In- 
stead as Means of Increas- 
ing Force While Saving 
Money. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 
Strongly opposed to proposals for 
a Gut in the salaries ef Government 
employes, President Hoover thinks 
that, if this course is taken, to- 
gether with reductions in Federal 
appropriations now in prospect, be- 
tween 50,000 and 75,000 Govern- 
ment workers must be discharged. 

The President has been watching 
closely developments in Congress 
on his plan of staggering employ- 
ment through five-day wecks and 
furloughs without pay, instead of 
the 11 per cent cut in salaries pro- 
posed by the House Economy Com- 
mittee. A vote on these two pro- 
posals is expected in the House next 
week. 

Mr. Hoover feels that a moral 
and social responsibility rests upon 
the Government to take care of its 
employes. 

He has been informed that many 
branches of business and industry 
have attempted to maintain as 
great employment = as_ possible 
through staggering employment, 
and thinks the Government should 
assume leadership in this field. 

Further, as he pointed out re- 
cently, he feels that a straight pay 
cut plan will save only $67,000,900, 
as against $82,000,000 to be gained 
through the stagger plan. 

He feels, also, that the question 
of a five-day or shortened working 
week will be a necessity in the 
course of the return of business 
and industry to normalcy. 

Under the stagger system of em- 
ployment, Mr. Hoover thinks, be- 
tween 25,000 and 50,000 employes 
can be hired by the Government in 
addition to thoge now employed. 

President Hoover is strongly op- 
posed to the policy adopted by the 
Senate of ordering straizht 10 per 
cent slashes in all appropriation 
bills received by it from the House. 
The chief executive things such a 
method represents an. unco-ordi- 
nated effort to save Federal money. 
and will result inevitably in the 
dismissal of many workers. 

He has in mind the recently ap- 
proved Interior Department supply 
bill, under which, he thinks, be- 
tween 800 and 1000 civil service 
workers must be discharged. In 
the same bill is a provision for the 
continuation of park roads and 
trails calling for the employment 
of approximately 1500 contract la- 
borers. 

Feeling that it is both the moral 
and social obligation of the Gov- 
ernment to provide for civil service 
workers who have made Govern- 
ment employment their career, the 
President is deeply opposed to the 
replacement of regular workers 
with contract employes. 

A vigorous protest against the pro- 
posed 10 per cent cut in Treasury 
Department appropriations in line 
with the Senate’s policy of cutting 
all supply bills by that amount was 
voiced before the Senate Agpropri- 
ations Committee today by Secre- 
tary Mills. 

Postmaster-General Brown ex- 
pressed to the committee similar 
objections to slashing the Postof- 
fice Department appropriations. 


CAGNI, NOTED EXPLORER, DIES

$694,511,841 DECREASE 
IN TAXES FOR NINE MONTHS 


Revenue on Cigarettes and Cigars 
Shrink, But Cigarette Papers 
Show Big Gain. 

WASHINGTON, April 22.—A de- 
crease Of $694,511,841 in tax col- 
lections for the first nine months 
of 1932 fiscal year as compared 
with the same period a year previ- 
ous, was shown yesterday in a 
statement by the Internal Revenue 
Bureau. 

From July 1 to March 31 total 
collections were $1,235,530,324 as 
compared with $1,930,032,166 in 
the previous year. Income tax 
dropped from $1,505,853.156 to 
$853,461,213 this year. Corporation 
income taxes declined $311,067,589 
to $347,226,158. Estate taxes 
showed an increase of $2,192,231 to 

39,620,183. 

Tobacco taxes fell $29,317,301 in 
the nine months to $299,086,847. 
Cigarette taxes decreased $27,525,- 
098 to $237,107,682, while the ci- 
gar tax declined $2,473,469 to $11,- 
091,102. Manufactured tobacco 
showed an increase of $568,962 to 
$44,091,037 and cigarette papers 
tax gained $275,828 to $1,343,639. 


ROOSEVELT MOST AVAILABLE

Brush is a director in many cor- 
porations, including the Air Re- 
duction Company, Inc., Aviation 
Corporation, Brooklyn-Manhattan 
Transit Corporation, Empire Trust 
Company, and the Remington 
Arms Co., Inc. 

Responding to questions by Wil- 
liam A. Gray, counsel for the com- 
mittee, Brush said he was associ- 
ated with about 60 corporations, 
whose stocks were traded in on 
the New York Exchange. He said 
he had been a market trader since 
the summer of 1921. In 1929 he 
had a long position of 125,000 
shares—probably his greatest 
long position. 

He traded, he said, on both sides 
of the market, at one time having 
been about 125,000 shares short. 
He had begun as a trader in Kos- 
ton in a small way. 

In August, 1929, the liquidating 
value of his holdings was $15,- 
000,000. He didn’t begin short sell- 
ing till the spring of 1930. 

| Not a “Scale” Buyer. 

Brush said he didn’t believe in 
“scale” buying. He took his posi- 
tion one way or the other as his 
investment judgment might dic- 
tate. 

He dealt generally, he said, in 
pivotal stocks of which there was 
a good supply. 

Dealing in these pivotal stocks 
had a “decided effect” on the mar- 
ket as a whole, though it might 
not control the market. 

“Are stocks not affected a great 
deal by artificial manipulation?” 
asked Gray. | 

Brush said he could not answer 
that question by yes or no, but add- 
ed it was true that stocks could be 
manipulated. 

Brush said that large buying or 
selling had a “decided effect” on 
the market. 

“I know I’m going to get shot in 
the back in New York anyway,” he 
said, explaining his frankness. 

‘This is not a hard technical 
question,” he wenton. “It’s all the 
same whether you are selling milk 
bottles or anything else. The law 
of supply and demand controls. 

“All you are doing in the market 
is backing your judgment with your 
money.” ; 

Gives Lesson With Chart. 

Brush produced one of the in- 
evitable charts and used it in ex- 
plaining the operations of short 
sellers. As he warmed to’ his task, 
his voice rose and Gray no longer 
had to tell him, as he did at first, 
to speak up. Committee members 
stood up and _ surrounded him 
while he gave his lesson. 

Gray asked him about in-and-out 
selling, in which an operator sells 
short and “covers” in the same 
day. 

The witness agreed that because 
of this kind of selling, the figures 
which Richard Whitney, head ol 
the Exchange, had given the com- 
mittee on the short position at the 
end of each business day~-did not 
present an accurate picture of the 
situation. 

He said that he had been in a 
broker’s office only three times in 
10 years and had never been in the 
floor of the Exchange. 

He was not a “chiseler,”’ a trader 
who works for a fractional profit. 

“Anyone who works that racket 
has got to stand at the post ail 
day,’ he added amid laughter. 

“The basis on which the average 
man buys stock is pathetic,’’ Brush 
said to Senator Glass when asked 
what the public knew about the 
intrinsic value of stocks. 

“I don’t know whether I've an- 
swered your question,” said Brush. 

“You answered it in the one 
word ‘pathetic,’”’ replied Glass. 

“People get a market circular 
from two men just over from 
Greece and on the strength of that 
they buy X Y Z stock,” said Brush, 

“The Senator from Connecticut 
(Walcott) will bear me out. He 
was in the business before I was.” 

Walcott was formerly a member 
of an investment firm. 

Explains Bear Raiding. 

Gray recalled Whitney’s testi- 
mony that there was no  6guch 
thing as bear rafding. He asked 
the witness for his views. - 

“Before the present restrictions 
were in effect a man could sell 
short at a price under the market, 
and that would be a bear raid,” re- 
plied: Brush. 

He said that it was as bad to put 
a stock a point up as to sell it a 
point down, “because it fools every 
sucker in the United States.” 

There was nothing to prevent 
buying a stock above the market, 
he added, and he told of having 
seen it done. | 

“The fellow out in Keokuk,” he 
went on, “sees the quotation and 
says over his glass of beer, ‘see, 
steel closed a point up. We'd bet- 
ter buy some,” and the next morn- 
ing the fellow who drove it up a 
point sells to him.”’ 


Gray commended the witness for 
his candor, and he replied: “You'll 
have to buy me a ticket south aft- 
er this.”

The 1929 Boom Market. 

The examination turned to the 
bull market of 1929, and Brush 
commented that “every man, wom- 
an and child, church, schoolhouse 
and library was in the market 
then.”

He said that if short selling were 
prohibited there would be “terrific 
swings in the market.” 

Gray - asked whether prices 
should not be controlled by the 
law of supply and demand. 

The witness repeated that there 
would be “terrific swings” if there 
were no short sales, or, as he pre- 
ferred to call them, “future con- 
tracts.” 

“No man ‘invests’ his money for 
a day only,” said Senator Glass. 
“That is not investment; that’s 
speculation.” 

“I can’t qualify as to that,” re- 
sponded Brush, “because that isn’t 
the way I trade.” 

Senator Gore of Oklahoma came 
into the discussion as a defender 
of short selling, using the argu- 
ment of Whitney that every short 
sale requires a later purchase by 
the seller. 

Rigging the Market. 

The witness observed at one 
point that “nobody makés money 
in the market who bucks the trend.” 
He added later that “anybody with 
inside information on a given situ- 
ation ought to be able to make 
money out of that information.” 

“Is there something that is 
known as rigging the market?’ 
asked Gray. 

The witness replied that certain 
types of trading might be called 
“rigging,”’ as for example putting 
out false information in order to 
depress a stock, 

He was asked whether his invest- 
ment trust—The American Inter- 
national Corporation—lent stock to 
short sellers. He said the trust 
had done so on one or two occa- 
sions, but did not make a practice 
of it. He had heard that some 
investment trusts engaged in the 


practice, but had no direct knowl- 
edge on that point. 

Brush said he became a short 
seller in the spring of 1930. He 
did this in part as a hedging op- 
eration against his long position in 
other stocks. 

He said he could not tell off 
hand the number of shares he had 
sold short this year. 

“TI don’t think my short posi- 
tion has any more effect on the 
general welfare of the country than 
a rabbit,” he said. 

He said he had never been in a 
pool and had never done anything 
to make the market go down. 

“Bear” as Patriotic as “Bull.” 

“A million other things make the 
market go up or down—not my 
trading.”” said Brush. 

“Do you think you are justified 
in staying short at this time?” he 
was asked, 

He replied that ‘“‘patriotism”’ had 
nothing to do with it, and Glass 
supported him in the view that a 
“‘bear” was just as pariotic as a 
“bull.” 

“He is more patriotic,” declared 
Glass. 

“Don’t think thatj/a bear always 
makes money,” said the witness. 
“There are times when he don't 
sleep so dogigoned well, I assure 
you. 

“Look at your chart and observe 
the rallies, and you will see what 
the short had to ride through.” 

Brush was excused subject to 
call and the committee recessed 
to 2:30, with the announcement 
that Percy Rockefeller would then 
be heard. 

Rockefeller on Stand. 


As the examination of Rockefel- 
ler began, Senator Fletcher 
Florida was scanning a New York 
publication, “Inside Stuff,”” which 
described Rockefeller as “the 
world’s most ruthless bear’ and 
told of $475,000,000 profits he was 
alleged to have made in short sell- 
ing operations. 

Rockefeller is a director in nu- 
merous corporations. Among them 
the American International Cor- 
poration, of which Brush is presi- 
dent. The others include Anacon- 
da Copper Mining Co., the Brook- 


New Summer 
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lyn Edison Co., inc.; Consolidated 
Gas of New York, Consolidated 
International 
Match Corporation, National City 
Bank of New York. New York Edi- 
son Co. and Western Union Tele- 
graph Co. 

Questioned by Gray, Rockefeller 
said he was on the board of about 
50 corporations. He had been a 
trader on the exchange for 15 or 20 
years. He-had.traded on both sides 
or his personal account and had 
been on the Jong side in syndicate 
operationz. 

The peak of his long operations, 
he sadd, was 22,000 to 23.000 
shares. On the short side, his high 
mark was 60,000 to 70,000 shares 
At present, he said, he was long on 
the market and had no short in- 
terest.

LIFE RECEIVER SOUGHT 


Texan Alleges Insurance Com- 
pany Is Insolvent, Charges 
Failure to Pay on Policy. 


Suit for a receiver for the Mis< 
sissippi Valley Life Insurance Co., 
3207 Washington boulevard, al- 
leging insolvency, was filed in Cir- 
cuit Court today by William James 
Moran of El Paso, Tex. Moran as- 
serts the company has failed to pay. 
him the $1190 cash surrender val- 
ue of a policy he holds. 

The company has about $30,000,- 
000 insurance in force. It is tapi- 
talized at $100,000. 

An accounting for $15,000 alleged 
to have been carried by the com- 
pany in a Eureka Springs (Ark.) 
bank until April 15, an audit and 
a marshaling of assets also are 
asked by Moran. 

Unsatisfied. claims against. the 
company exceed $478,000, it is as- 
serted. The suit lists the alleged 
items as follows: Unpaid death 
claims, $225,000: default on cash 
surrender values and policy loans, 
in excess of $180,000; unpaid court 
judgments, $6000; Federal income 
taxes, for which it is said the Gov- 
ernment is threatening to issue 4 
distraint order. in excess of $5000; 
taxes due the State of Missouri on 
premium income, in excess ot 
2000: various city and county 
taxes, for some of which suits have 
been filed, $60,000. 

Moran alleges the company is uné¢ 
able to meet its obligations or to 
procure new capital, and that its 
condition has been withheld from 
the policy holders. The assets, he 
says, have not been conserved but 
have been dissipated. The $15.000 
in the Eureka Springs bank was 
not used to pay creditors but to 
met obligations of directors, he al- 
leges. He charges the officers 
and directors with mismanagement. 

In 1920, Moran sets forth, he 
took a $5000 policy in the Two 
Republics Life Insurance Co. of El 
Paso, but this was assumed by Mis- 
sissippi Valley Life in taking over 
the El Paso concern. Moran says 
he paid the premium of $150.80 a 
year and on Feb. 25 applied for his 
cash surrender value. The com- 
pany failed to pay him and at 
times failed to answer proper in- 
quiries or gave evasive and dilatory 
answers, he asserts. 

G. E. Burson, secretary of Mis- 
sissippi Valley Life, declined to 
comment on the suit before receiv- 
ing a copy of it. H. H. Fuller is 
president of the company. which is 
incorporated in Illinois, according 
to the suit.

¢2-—The effort to break the $750,- 
000 will of Frank Shelton, wealthy 
Kennett banker and landowner, 
failed when a jury Wednesday 
night brought in a verdict in which 


it was found that Shelton was of 
sound mind at the time of the exe- 


cution of the will. 
The case was brought here on a 


change of venue from Dunklin 
County and testimony started April 
4. Aside from short recesses, the 
time since then has been consumed 
in the taking of testimony. The 
plaintiffs, the widow and children 
of the deceased banker, were repre 
sented by Senator Tom Ely of Ken- 
nett, Wayne Ely and Tom Ely of 
St. Louis, George Moore of Kennett 
and E. D. Anthony and D. M. Tes- 
rau of this city. The trustees and 
executors of the will were repre- 
sented by R. L. Ward, Orville Zim- 
merman and Judge Bradley and 
Davis & Damron of this city. 

The will which attempted to dis- 
pose of an estate worth more than 
$750,000, was made Sept. 20, 1929, 
while Shelton was in St. Luke’s 
Hospital. He was suffering from 
a bone disease, and had been told 
he could not get well. The estate 
was left in trust to his second wife; 
her two children and a son by a 
former marriage. Mrs. Shelton was 
to receive fher share within five 
years while the children were not 
to receive their shares until they 
were $0 years old. Hal H. Mc- 
Haney, Lee Shelton, a brother, and 
A. J. Langdon, all prominent Ken- 
nett businéss men, were named 
executors and trustees.

ings department, Martin said, and 
in that connection he recommend- 
ed that bank buildings be planned 
to separate savings departments 
from the main banking rooms. 
With such,arrangement, he _ said, 
if an unfounded rumor should 
Start a run on the savings depart- 
| ment it would not disturb the oth- 
er banking departments. 

Although banks may require 
notice of withdrawals from _  sav- 
ings account, Martin said, such 
notices are in practice required — 
only in time of emergency, and are 
looked on as danger signs. He 
suggested that some uniform prac- 
tice applicable in good times as in 
bad, be adopted. 

To remain in liquid condition, 
Martin said, banks must invest a 
certain proportion of their assets 
with more regard to convertibility 
than to interest return. Demand 
deposits particularly should be 
invested in such _ securities, and 
should not be accépted when they 
cannot be profitably invested, 
Martin said. 

Public Confidence in Banks. 

‘W. R. Morehouse, vice president 
of the Security-First National Bank 
of Los Angeles, discussed public 
confidence in banks. He recom- 
mended, as a means of maintain- 
ing confidence, that officers of 
banks interview timid depositors, 
seek to eliminate detrimental newe 
items from newspapers, and mail 
out confidence-building literature 
where needed. The interview pro- 
posal, he thought, was particular- 
ly effective. 

“Imagine the almost unlimited 
possibilities of these interviews,” 
he exclaimed. ‘They are like an 
endless chain. If our 20,000 banks 
wold interview five such cases a 
day on the average, they would 
reach directly 100,000 depositors a 
day. Assuming that 100,000 peo- 
ple reached the first day speak to 
their friends about what has been 
told them, rN makes, at least, 
200,000 people reached the first 
day. If our banks would get to- 
gether and agree to interview five 
customers a day, they could prac- 
tically stop all rumors about the 
Safety of banks within 60 days.”

at its first meeting. It was his first 
public discussion of Pendergast, 
whose candidate for the nomination 
for Governor, Francis M. Wilson of 
Kansas City, is being opposed by 
Dearmont.

The suit alleges the company is 
on the verg® of insolvency, with 
diminished business. The defend- 
ante, it ‘s alleged, abused their 
powers, causing loss and waste of 
money.

DEATH OF ILLINOIS U. MAN 


CHICAGO, April 22.—The death 
of a young Chicago chemist in the 
jungle of Ecuador last January was 
disclosed here yesterday in a letter 
sent his parents by a companion 
who barely survived.

Stimson conferred with Premier 
Tardieu of France, Prime Minister’ 
Ramsay MacDonald of Great Brit- 
ain and Chancellor Bruening of 
Germany. It was said authorita- 
tively that Stimson did not touch 
on the international financial prob- 
lem uppermost in the minds of the 
assembled statesmen, although the 
German Chancellor attempted to 
discuss that subject. oo. 

In official quarters, the Stimson- 
Tardieu conversation was summar- 
ized thus: 

The Secretary explained the 
American scheme of quantitative 
arms reduction, which entails three 
steps. 

1. To determine the armed 
strength of each nation needs for 
internal police work, using the 
criteria employed in determining 
the limitations imposed on the 
Central Powers in the peace treat- 
ies. 

2. To determine the armed 
strength each nation needs for de- 
fense, on the basis of each coun- 
try’s particular situation, consider- 
ing its colonial possessions and 
other such demands.

STOCKHAM POST 
VOTES TO TAKE 
FIGHT ON TAYLOR 
UP T0 GOVERNOR 


Members of the Fred W. Stock- 
ham Post of the American Legion 
in their regular weekly meeting to- 
day unanimously adopted a reso- 
lution drawn up by Charles E. 
Downs, chairman of its boxing 
comnuittee, censuring Seneca C. 
Taylor, Missouri Athletic Commis- 
sioner for the St. Louis district, for 
his action with regard to Edward 
Vandeventer (Kid Bandy) who has 
been matchmaker for the post in 
its boxing program this winter. 

The resolution cites several acts 
on the part of Taylor which, it 
alleges, were discriminatory and 
against the interests of the Stock- 
hau: Post. Among these actions 
the resolution alleges the post has 
been forced to accept dates which 
subjected its shows to unfair com- 
petition, causing considerable fi- 
nancial loss to Bandy’s backer, who 
has been identified as William A. 
Berberich, owner of. a_ delivery 
service and president of a com- 
pany which controls several hotels, 
among them the Marquette. 

The resolution calls upon mem- 
bers of the post to co-operate with 
Bandy and upon the Governor. to 
make a change in the personnel of 
}the-eommission in this district, if 
necessary. Downs drew up the 
resolution at the instance of the 
Executive Committee. 

The conclusion of the resolution 


follows:

that the Fred W. Stockham Post de-

Duties on Most Manufac- 
tured Goods Increased 
From 10 to 20 Pct.; 25 or 
30 Pct. on Luxuries.

LONDON, April 22.—At midnight 


Monday, the British tariff wall goes 
up to twice its present height. The 
import duties advisory committee 
recommended last night that the 
duties be raised’ from 10 to 20 per 


cent on almost every kind of manu- 
| factured product imported, effec- 


tive at that time. Under the pres- 
ent law dutics average about 10 
per cent. 

The advisory committee described 
the new policy thus: “For most 
manufactured goods an additional 
duty of 10 per cent, making 20 per 
cent in all. On a limited number 
of others, for which a lower rate 
seems appropriate, total duty will 
be 15 per cent, and for certain arti- 
cles of luxtiry or semi-luxury char- 
acter, total duties will be 25 or 30 
per cent.” . 

On semi-finished steel goods the 
committee placed a duty of 33% 
per cent for three months pending 
study to fix a more permanent 
schedule. 

When the new rates go into ef- 
fect the orders previously issued 
under the abnormal importations 
act, which imposed an ad valorem 
duty of 50 per cent on = certain 
classes of goods, will be revoked. 
Most of the commodities affected 
will then take the 20 per cent rate. 

Included in the 20 per cent cate- 
gory are most articles of pottery 
and glassware, cutlery, machinery 
and tools other than agricultural 
machinery, and electrical goods. 
Others are textile manufactures 
except yarns, apparel, boots, shoes, 
saddlery, harness, paper and paper 
manufactures, rubber and rubber 
manufactures, wood and wood 
| manufactures, certain canned 
| goods, vegetables, metal furniture 
and numerous miscellaneous items. 

The 15 per cent category includes 
agricultural machinery and tools, 
and a considerable range of build- 
ing materials, such as roofing, tiles, 
slates and plate and sheet glass. 

In the 25 per cent category are 
fruit pulp, unexposed _ sensitized 
photographic paper, leather trunks 
and bags, sporting guns, ammuni- 
tion, sports goods and games. 

Duties of 30 per cent are to be 
imposed on toilet preparations and 
requisites, artificial flowers, jewelry. 
and the wares of goldsmiths and 
silversmitiia.

sAfter setting the penalty date for 


April 22.— 


the General Assembly today  re- 
cessed until Tuesday when sine die 
adjournment is expected. 

The bill was passed by the House 
early in the week and was amend- 
ed in the House yesterday. It 
must now go back to the lower 
branch for concurrence in the 
amendments, before being sent to 
the Governor for his signature. 

The Senate passed and sent to 
the Governor a Dill authorizing 
cities where taxes have not been 
placed into collection to issue bonds 
without referendum for the pur- 
pose of purchasing and funding 
their tax warrants. 

A House bill permitting building 
and loan associations to borrow up 
to 10 per cent of their asscts for 
the retiring of stock also was ap- 
proved by the Senate and scnt to 
the Governor. 

The upper house yesterday com- 
pleted ratifiaction of the proposed 
“lame duck” amendment to the 
Federal Constitution, adopting the 
resolution unanimously. Illinois is 
the tenth State to ratify this 
amendment, submitted by Con- 
gress. Three-fourths of the states 
must ratify it. 

The Senate also passed a bill 
which would give to Mayor Anton 
Cermak of Chicago power to ap- 
point an Alderman to (fill the 
Twenty-second Ward vacancy, 
thereby saving expense of an elec- 
tion. The Mayor must have con- 
sent of three-fourths of the City 
Council. 


Barr and Courtney Clash. 


An exhibition of political points 
of view came when ~resident Pro 
Tem Richard Barr of Joliet, sought 
to amend a joint resolution intro- 
duced by Minority Leader Thomas 
J. Courtney, Chicago. Courtney’s 
resolution would have requested the 
Governor to instruct all depart- 
ment bureau heads that a reduc- 
tion of 10 per cent in all appropri- 
ations shall be effective not later 
than May 1. Barr wanted to amend 
the resolution so that it would ap- 
ply not only to the Governor but 
also to the Mayor of Chicago and 
president of the Cook County 
Board. 

Courtney contended the State had 
nothing to do with the affairs of 
Chicago or Cook County, but Barr 
countered by saying that the State 


that owes $42,000,000 to the State 
Treasury. 
Several Senators on the DVemo- 
cratic side of the floor arose to 
remind Barr that a 10 to 20 per 
cent cut had already been affected 
in Chicago, but Barr replied that 
“if we could see Democratic pay- 
rolls in Cook County, it would as- 
tonish the State.” 

A motion to table Barr's amend- 
ment to the resolution was de- 
feated. 


Bills for Salary Cuts. 
A bill making reductions in the 


salary of State employes working 
under the civil administrative code 
was passed by the Senate yesterday 
and sent to the House. 

Reduction of the salary of mem- 
bers of the Legislature from $3560 
to $3000 for the two-year term was 
provided in*a bill that was sent to 
passage stage after being recalled 
for amendment. The bill provides, 
however, that the members sNall 
be paid $5 for each day of special 
sessions. Under the present lw 
they receive no compensation tor 
extra meetings. 

Senator Barr opposed leaving 
the salary of legislators at $3600, 
arguing that a further cut should 
be made. He pointed out that no 
saving would be made if a lengthy 
special session were called. 

The House Democrats introduted 
a resolution seeking to revive the 
interest suits now pending in the 
Sangamon County Circuit Court 
against Andrew Russell and Lieu- 
tenant-Governor Fred Sterling, for- 
mer Republican State Treasurers. 

Representative James T. Burns 
of Kankakee introduced the resolu- 
tion asking the Attorney-General 
to report to the Assembly on the 
Status of the suit and his inten- 
tions in the matter. 

Judge Truman Snel! of Carlin- 
ville, who was defeated for the 
Democratic nomination for At- 
torney-General in the recent pri- 
mary election, 
but a solid Republican vote sent 
the’ resolution to the Judiciary 
Committee. which is tantamount to 
killing it. 

Senator Bar introduced bills to 
provide the second $20,000,000 
through a bond issue underwritten 
by the State gasoline tax.

LUNCHEON CASSEROLE 
ARE COMPLETE MEALS 


Pork Chops, Hash and Stuffed 
Steak May Be Served 
Thus. 


For the luncheon when a sub- 
stantial dish is desired which is 
practically the whole meal, there 
is nothing better than a casserole 
concoction. A little lettuce and 
stewed fruit will nicely complete 
the menu. 

Here are three which have been 
found to be tasty and satisfying: 

Park Chops. 

In a buttered casserole place al- 
ternate layers of thinly sliced po- 
tatoes, using two and one-half, and 
one-fourth cup finely chopped 
onion, sprinkling each layer lightly 
with salt and pepper. 

Over potatoes and onions place 
six pork chops sprinkled with salt 
and browned in a skillet. Over all 
pour one small can or about one 
cup of cream of tomato soup. Bake 
in a hot over for about 45 min- 
utes until potatoes are tender and 
flavored richly with pork and to- 
mato. 

Baked Hash. 

Mix three cups cooked meat 
(chopped veal, pork or combina- 
tion of meats), two cups fresh 
bread crumbs, one cup cream of 
pea soup and a dash of pepper. 
Put in a buttered casserole, cover 
with buttered crumbs, and bake for 
20 minutes in a moderately hot 
oven. 

Beef and Spaghetti. 

Trim one large slice round steak, 
cut very thin, and rub flour well 
into both sides. Spread one can 
cooked spaghetti over one-half of 
steak, and sprinkle with one 
minced green pepper; fold other 
half of meat over and sew edges 
together or fasten together with 
toothpicks. 

Brown meat in hot fat in skillet. 
Sprinkle with salt and pepper and 
pour one cup hot water in skillet 
or change to casserole. Cover and 
bake in moderate oven, basting 
often. 


SAVORY MEAT LOAF 
WITH CRUMB STUFFING 


One and one-half pounds round 
steak, ground; one egg, well beat- 
en; one-half cupful milk, one and 
one-half teaspoonfuls salt, one- 
fourth teaspoonful pepper, one ta- 
blespoonful Worcestershire sauce, 
one cupful soft bread crumbs, one- 
half teaspoon sage, one tablespoon- 
ful grated onion, four tablespoon- 
fuls melted fat. 

Combine meat, beaten egg, milk, 
one teaspoonful salt, one-eighth 
teaspoonful pepper and Worcester- 
shire sauce. Line the bottom and 
sides of a loaf pan with this mix- 
ture: Make a stuffing by combin- 
ing bread crumbs, one-half tea- 
spoonful salt, the sage, one-eighth 
teaspoon pepper, grated onion and 
melted fat. 

Fill center of pan with this mix- 
ture. Cover top with more of the 
meat mixture. Cook in hot oven 
for 45 minutes. Serve with tomato 
sauce.

CHICKEN PATTIES FOR BRIDGE 
CLUB OF THIRTY MEMBERS | 


One of our readers wants to 
know how much ehicken will be 
needed to make chicken patties for 
a club of 30 members. The answer 
is about three quarts of cooked, 
diced chicken. Since most people 
prefer to use both white and dark 
meat for patties, this means two 
large fowl weighing between five 
and six pounds each, or. three 
smaller ones. 

Steam the chickens whole, allow- 
ing two to three hours for cooking. 
To steam them, truss, or tie the 
legs and wings securely to the body, 
place in a large kettle with about. 
two inches of boiling water in the 
kettle. Cover closely and cook un- 
til tender.

BROWN GRAVY GOOD 
WITH GAME OR ROAST 


Savory Liquid Needs to Be 
Carefully Prepared to Be 
Successful. 


There’s nothing more disappoint- 
ing than a lumpy, tasteless or color- 
less gravy, whether serv ed with 
meat or game, but, alas, that 1s 
often the case, as many women fall 
down when it comes to preparing a 
rich and appetizing brown gravy. 
Meat gravies are usually mixed 
in the pan in which meat is cooked, 
as fat and meat extracts, or juices, 
remaining in the pan add flavor 


and color to the gravy. Pour off 
most of fat:in roasting pan after 
meat is done, leaving two or three 
tablespoonfuls. Add an equal 
amount of flour and stir until well 
blended. Put pan aver a slow heat 
and continue stirring until bub- 
bling. Now stir in two cups cold 
water and keep stirring and cook- 
ing until gravy is boiling, smooth 
and slightly thickened. It should 
be a little thicker than heavy 
cream. Season with salt and pep- 
per. 

When flour is browned, as it is 
in making brown gravy and brown 
sauces, some of the starch in the 
flour is changed into a substance 
called dextrin which has not the 
same thickening power as starch 
For this reason a little more flour 
is used in brown sauces or gravies 
than in the white sauces of the 
same thickness. 

Brown Gravy for Steak. 

Brown gravy is served with roast 
beef, pork, lamb, veal, chicken and 
turkey. Steaks and chops occa- 
sionally, though in this case it is 
usually very thin — a tablespoon 
flour to one and one-half cups wa- 
ter. If by any chance the roast 
has been cooked so that there is 
no browned stock or liquid in the 
pan (meat cooked in a covered pan 
is sometimes light in color), add 
flour and stir until mixture is well 
browned before adding water. Be 
careful that flour does not scorch. 
Have water ready to pour in the 
instant that flour mixtyre has 
reached a rich, deep tan. 

Carame| Coloring. 

If you have made gravy that is 
weak and pale looking, you may 
add a few drops ot seasoning 
sauce, or make a caramél mixture 
that will add color. The caramel 
will color, but not flavor, the 
gravy, since sugar loses its sweet- 
ness when it is caramelized. Put 
one-fourth cup sugar in a smal] 
frying pan and stir constantly over 
a slow fire until sugar is melted 
anda rich brown in color. Re- 
move from fire and stir in one- 
third cup boiling water. Be care- 
ful, as mixture will sputter and 
steam when water is added. Stir 
over a slow fire again until smooth. 
Pour into a small bottle and keep 
on hand for coloring. A teaspoon- 
ful or so will do the trick. 

Brown Stews. 

In making stews, brown meat in 
a little fat in the saucepan in 
which stew is to be cooked. First 
cut meat in pieces and sprinkle 
liberally with flour. When well 
browned, add water and go on 
with the cooking in your usual 
manner. Stew made in this way 
has a richness of flavor that can- 
not be achieved in any other way. 
It is one of the secrets all good 
cooks know. 


POTATO SALAD SET IN 
MOLD OF TOMATO JELLY 


Four cupfuls cold cooked pota- 
toes, diced, one-half cupful mayon- 
naise, one-half cupful cream, two 
tablespoonfuls minced green pep- 
per, one-fourth teaspoon paprika, 
two teaspoonfuls salt, three stalks 
celery, diced small, one-fourth cup- 
ful vinegar, two tablespoonfuls of 
chopped onion, one tablespoonful 
chopped chives. 

Mix the potatoes and celery and 
add a dressing made of the rest of 
the ingredients. Make the aspic 
as follows: 

Tomato Jelly. 

One quart cooked tomatoes, one 
tablespoonful gelatine, half cupful 
raw carrot, diced; one sprig pars- 
ley, one teaspoonful peppercorns. 
one teaspoonful salt, one cupful 
celery, diced: quarter cupful cold 
water, one onion, sliced, three 
cloves, one small blade mace, few 
grains cayenne, one green pepper, 
cut small. 

Cook all ingredients except gela- 
tine and cold water together for 30 
minutes. Strain. Pour over the 
gelatine which has been soaked in 
the cold water and stir until gela- 
tine is dissolved. Cover bottom of 
a loaf pan with some of the aspic, 
add the potato salad, and then the 
rest of the aspic. Cool and set in 
the refrigerator to harden. 


BROWN SUGAR BUNS 


Two cups flour, four teaspoons 
baking powder, one-half teaspoon 
salt, one tablespoon shortening, 
two-thirds cup milk, one tablespoon 
butter, one cup brown sugar. 

Sift together flour, baking pow- 
der and salt; add shortening and 
rub in very lightly; add milk slowly 
to make 4 t dough; roll out one- 
fourth ineé& thick on floured board. 
Have © soft and spread over 
dough; er with brown sugar. 
Roll same as jelly roll; cut into 
one and one-half inch pieces and 
place with cut edges up on well- 
greased pan. Bake in moderate 
oven about 30 minutes; remove 
from pan at once, 


Currant Biscuits. 

Sift one pint flour with two tea- 
spoons baking powder. Cream half 
a cup of mixed butter and lard 
with small cup sugar. Add one 
cup milk, flour mixture and one

tain all its flavor and goodness, 
wash stalks,.rinse heads gently up 
and down in cold water to get rid 
of any sand or grit. Cut off tough 
ends of stalks and keep stalks as 
near the same length as possible. 
Tie together in bundles of from six 
to 10 stalks, and stand bundles up- 
right in a deep saucepan contain- 
ing enough boiling salted* water 
to cover stalks to within two inches 
of the tops. 


This allows the tender tips to-be 
cooked by steam, while the tougher 
portion is cooked directly in the 
boiling water. Cover and boil for 
25 to 80 minutes until tender. 
Drain, place on thin strips of but- 
tered toast and serve with butter 
sauce. 

This ma. be made by combining 
melted butter with a little of the 
water in. which asparagus was 
cooked, or by working butter to a 
soft cream with a fork and adding 
lemon juice and paprika to season. 
Soften the butter over hot water 
and pour at once over the aspara- 
gus. 

Asparagus Timbales. 


Grease six small molds and place 
four cooked asparagus stalks, three 
or four inches long, in each mold, 
tips to the bottom. Cut the rest of 
a bunch of cooked asparagus in 
inch pieces. Melt two tablespoons 
butter, add two tablespoons flour 
and then stir in one cup milk, one 
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asparagus and fill molds with the 
mixture. ““Place in a pan of hot 
water and bake in a moderate oven 
for 30 minutes or until firm. Turn 
out, garnish with boiled, fresh peas 
and cream sauce, 

Asparagus Soup. 

Scrape the tough ends of aspara- 
gus, cut slantingly in slices, cover 
with cold water and heat slowly to 
boiling point. Add a small sliced 
onion and one teaspoon salt and 
simmer for 40 minutes. Rub 
through a coarse strainer and use 
pulp and juice as the base for a 
cream of asparagus soup. A few of 
the tips may be saved out, or any 
leftovers used to garnish the soup 
before serving. The ends from a 
large bunch cooked in this way 
make about two cups asparagus 
stock. This, with: the addition of 
an equal amount of milk, makes 
soup for four persons. 


LAMB AND PINEAPPLE GRILL 


Have Saratoga chops cut from 
the boned and rolled shoulder of 
lamb. They will be about as big 
around as a slice of pineapple. Lay 
chops in a sizzling hot frying-pan, 
sear quickly on both sides, Then 
reduce temperature, turn chops 
frequently, and finish cooking at a 
low temperature. Do not add water 
or cover the pan. If any excess 
fat gathers, pour it off from time 
to time so that chops will broil, not 
fry. The chops will require from 
10 to 15 minutes to cook.

MARBLE LOAF CAKE WITH 
CRISS-CROSS CHOCOLATE ICING 


Rub one-third cup shortening to 
a soft cream and gradually work 
in one cup fine granulated sugar. 
When well blended add three un- 
beaten egg whites, one at a time, 
beating each one in thoroughly be- 
fore adding the next. Measure two 
cups sifted cake flour, mix with 
two teaspoons baking powder and 
one-fourth teaspoon salt. Sift and 
then add alternately with three- 
fourth cup milk and one teaspoon 
vanilla to the first mixture. 

Beat until smooth. Take out 
about one-third of the mixture and 
add six tablespoons cocoa or two 
squares of melted unsweetened 
chocolate. Spread a thin layer of 
the white ‘batter in a greased cake 
pan that is about three inches 
deep. Add alternate spoonsful of 
the chocolate and white batters un- 
til all are used. 

Bake in a moderate oven for 45 
to 50 minutes. Cool and ice with 
boiled white icing, or with un- 
cooked icing. When nearly firm, 
mark with criss-cross lines with 
melted chocolate, using a tooth- 
pick or small brush.

MEXICO, Mo., April 22. — The 
James Bledsoe Post of the Amer- 
ican Legion, in response to tele- 
grams to Missouri Representatives 
in Congress, urging support of leg- 
islation providing for cash payment 
of the soldiers’ bonus, has received 
replies from Senators Harry B.

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HARVARD STUDENTS 
CLASH WITH POLICE 


Four Arrested After Disturbance 
in Which 3000 Take 
Part. 


By the Associated Press. 

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., April 22.— 
An outbreak of Harvard under- 
graduates characterized by police 
as one of the worst in recent years, 
was suppressed early today after 
nine students and three Cambridge 
residents ..ad been arrested and 
two police officers injured. 

The students invaded Radcliffe 
College, a women’s institution; an 
automobile was overturned, the 
Brattle Square station of the Cam- 
bridge Police Department was 
stormed by undergraduates at- 
tempting to rescye comrades who 
bad been arrested and bonfires 
were -bullt in Harvard square. 

Two students arrested were 
charged with disturbing the peace. 
Additional charges of driving to 
endanger and driving an automo- 
bile with no lights were placed 
against one. 

The disorder started in the yard 
when a group of freshmen, in 
search of the bell clapper stolen 
from Memorial Hall, were joined 
by upper classmen. 

The crowd rushed to Harvard 
square, where attempts were made 
to enter .ae University ‘Theater. 
Turned away, the crowd split and 
about 400, headed by five automo- 
biles, and bearing red lanterns tak- 
en from a nearby construction job, 
made for Radcliffe College. 

They serenaded the girls and 
entered Briggs and Bernard Halls. 

Returning to Harvard square, the 
students seized automobiles by 
their bumpers and hauled them 
backward. They pulled trolleys of 
street cars from the wires. 

When police reserves arrived the 
crowd numbered about 3000. Three 
tear gas bombs opened a wedge for 
police. Then two students were 
arrested. The crowd made a rush 
to enter the station house to which 
the students were taken, but was 
beaten back. The students an- 
swered with a shower of stones. 

After the melee, the crowd re- 
turned to Harvard square, where 
the disorders were renewed. The 
entrances to the yard were locked 
and police guards were placed at 
the college gates to prevent other 
students from joining the crowd, 
Then the situation was brought un- 
der control, 


CLAUDIUS HUSTON PROPOSES 
DOCTORS REGULATE LIQUOR 


Former G. O. P. Chairman Has 
Simple Plan to Deal With 
Deplorable Conditions. 


WASHINGTON, April 22.—De- 
claring that “present liquor condi 
tions in this country are very de- 
plorable,” Claudius H. Huston, 
former chairman of the Republican 
National Commitee, proposed in a 
statement today that regulation be 
placed in the hands of physicians. 
He said this could be done by 
‘the mere change of a few admin- 
istration regulations and an amend- 
ment to the Volstead act permitting 
he manufacture of beer for medici- 
nal purposes and liberalizing doc- 
tors’ permits.” 

“It will provide a permanent cure 
for existing ills, or at least be a 
long step in the right direction,” he 
said. 

“With the regulations thus 
amended, it would only be neces- 
sary for Congress to put a pro- 
vision into the revenue bill requir-

Democratic Primary Contender 
Declares for Immediate Re- 
peal of 18th Amendment. 


“The rising tide of opposition to 
the eighteenth amendment has 
struck terror into the minds of 
velvet-footed politicians seeking 
office,” declares James W. Byrnes, 
wet candidate for the Democratic 
nomination for United States Sen- 


ator, in opening his campaign last 
night. He spoke at a Twenty-sixth 
Ward meeting, at Cabanne Branch 
Library. 

Byrnes pointed out that he had 
opposed prohibition ever since its 
enactment, “even when it was not 
deemed respectable by many to do 
so.” He continued: 

“T have opposed the eighteenth 
amendment because in its essence 
it is immoral, depriving the indi- 
vidual of the natural right to se- 
lect and choose, because it is a 
sumptuary law which has brought 
about a revolution in our theory 
of government. It is a worship 
of the state, submerging the indi- 
vidual in the state. It.has disre- 
garded the teaching of temperance 
for the doctrine of force, a rever- 
sion to the pagan theory of gov- 
ernment. It is merely a species 
of violence opposed to the intent 
and purpose of the Constitution. 

“In its moral effects it is abys- 
mal; it has substituted the beer 
flat and speak-easy for the saloon; 
it has debauched youth, prostituted 
public officials and financed 
crime until we are the most crimi- 
nal nation on earth. 

“Prohibition as such does not 
exist, never did exist, and never 
will exist. The law cannot be en- 
forced—this by authority of the 
Wickersham report. In its eco- 
nomic effects it is a cateclysm be- 
cause it has saddled 
try a tax sufficient to have paid 
the public debt from the possible 
revenues discarded. The loss of 
revenue through the eighteenth 
amendment has increased taxation 
on industry and property, na- 
tional, state and city wide, and in- 
directly is responsible for large un- 
employment. The revenue lost, na- 
tional, state and city, is at least $1,- 
§00,000,000—sufficient to pay one- 
third of the entire cost of the Fed- 
eral Government. 

“TI propose to go in the Senate 
definitely committed to immediate 
repeal of the eighteenth amend- 
ment and to the immediate modi- 
fication of the Volstead act, which 
may be done right now.

SOCIETY OF EDITORS PROVIDES 
FOR SUSPENSION OF MEMBERS 


Offender to Have Copy of Charges 
and Right of Appeal to 
Full Association. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 22. 

American Society of Newspaper 
Editors today settled a controversy 
of long standing by adopting an 
amendment to the by-laws permit- 
ting the board of directors to sus- 
pend or expel members for due 
cause. 
The amendment, however, pro- 
vides that while a majority of the 
board may suspend a member, two- 
thirds of the full board member- 
ship must approve expulsion. It 
requires that notice be served on 
the offending member and that he 
be given a copy of the charges and 
granted a hearing. He also is given 
permission to appeal to the full 
membership at the next annual 
meeting. 

The question of the right of the 
sociéty to discipline members for 
violation of ethics arose several 
years ago when a movement to ex- 
pel a Western member was dropped 
after he had threatened to sue in- 
dividually each member of the 
society. 

The Committee on Schools of 
Journalism, headed by Paul Bel- 
lamy of the Cleveland Plain Dealer, 
submitted a report saying the 
greatest progress was that an- 
nounced by the Pulitzer School of 
Journalism toward recasting its 
curriculum.

Giving Reasons 


Summary of Adviser’s Report, 


That Led Rolph 


To Refuse Pardon to Mooney 


“Evidence Suffices to Sustain Verdict of 
Guilty,” Declares Former California Justice— 
Denounces Costly Propaganda for Prisoner.

SACRAMENTO, Cal.. April 22.— 


Matt I. Sullivan, former Justice of 
the California Supreme Cou-t, who 
was chief adviser of Gov. Rolph in 
the Thomas J. Mooney case, issued 
a 125-page report on it. This ,.-e 
in detail the reasons why a pardon 
was refused to Mooney. 

Sullivan’s report recited the life 
history of Mooney and Warren K. 
Billings, their crim.nal record, Bil- 


lings’ relations with Mooney prior 
to the Preparedness “day purade, 
and their connection with the crime 
for which they were convicted. 

The report quoted many extracts 
from letters and from the “Blast,” 
a@ paper with which Mooney was 
connected. 

The testimony of John McDon- 
ald and Frank C. Oxman was re- 
ferred to at length. As to Oxman’s 
testimony the report said: 

“We do not here pass upon the 
truth or falsity of Oxman’s testi- 
mony given at the trial of Mooney, 
but whether true or false the other 
evidence in the case suffices to 
sustain the verdict of ‘guilty.’ ”’ 

As for McDonald's testimony the 
report recalied that he testified at 
four different trials connecting 
Mooney and Billings with the ex- 
plosion of which they were convict- 
ed and then swore to an affidavit 
in which he confessed he was guilty 
of perjury. 

“The affidavit signed by him and 
produced at the hearing of Moo- 
ney’s application for a pardon 
* * *, the report said, “would 
not be accepted by any court of 
justice in the civilized world, but 
would be and should be treated by 
any self-respecting tribunal as a 
worthless scrap of paper.” 

Expenditures for Mooney. 

The report: mentioned the cost 
and extent of the propaganda car- 
ried on in behalf of the convicted 
men, 

“We have before us a statement 
of receipts of the International 
Workers’ Defense League from Aug. 
13, 1916, to and including Dec. 31, 
1917, a period of 16 months and 15 
days,’ the report says. “During that 
period of time the amount collected 
by the league was $108 Moneys 
were collected apparently from 
every section of the world. 
the

Workers in Russia and the United 
States likewise contributed. 

“Anarchists, Socialists, Commun- 
ists and syndicalists were in the list 
of donors. 

“We have no accounts subse- 
quent to Dec. 31, 1917, but if the 
money has continued to flow into 
the coffers in the International 
Workers’ Defense League since De- 
cember, 1917, at the same rate as 
it did before that date, the league 
must have collected an amount in 
excess of one million and a quarter 
dollars. 

“As against this enormous sum In 
aid of vicious propaganda, based 
upon slander, libel and attacks upon 
our state, our Governors, our courts 
and public officials generally, not 
one dollar has been received or 
expended for counter propaganda. 

“By reason of the absence of 
any organized defense against this 
propaganda, many honest and well- 
meaning people of the United 
States and other countries believe 
that Mooney and Billings are the 
innocent victims of rank injustice 
and should be pardoned. 

“Wor instance, Prof. Einstein, the 
famous scientist, has joined the 
army of those protesting against 
the further imprisonment of 
Mooney and Billings. Unfortunate- 
ly, this good man and great scien- 
tist knows as much about Mooney 
and Billings and the case against 
each as they know about Einstcin’s 
inexplicable theory of relativity. 

“Only a day or two ago the news 
was published throughout the world 
that the boy prodigy and world- 
famous violinist, Yehudi Menuhin 
(of San Francisco) who was born 
several years after Mooney was 
convicted, had joined the ranks of 
those demanding Mooney’s pardon. 

“United States Senators and 
members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, Governors of several 
states, and even state Legislatures 
have been influenced by the poi- 
sonous propaganda.” 

Denies Frame-up. 

The report then dealt with the 
frame-up alleged by Mooney and 
Billings. 

“Ever since the arrest of Moo- 
ney and his co-defendants * * * 
they have persistently claimed they 
were the victims of a frame-up 
and conspiracy to which the cap- 
italistic interests, the Police De- 
partment and the District Attor- 
ney’s office were parties. 

“In fact, this charge has been 
the foundation of the propaganda 
so assidiously spread all over the 
world in favor of Mooney and Bill- 
ings. 

“The falsity of this charge was 
admitted by counsel for Billings at 
the hearing before the Justices of 
the Supreme :Court in @he matter 
of Billings’ petition for a par- 


Justices of the Supreme Court 
| agreed that no frame-up against 
Mooney or his co-defendants was 
ever concocted by any officials of 
San Francisco.” 

“The frame-up story has’ thus 
been exploded,” the report con- 
cluded, ‘“‘as was the suitcase con- 
taining the bomb which exploded 
on the day of the preparedness 
parade. 

“Mooney and Billings are not 
victims of persecution by capital. 
They were prosecuted not by rea- 
son of their connection with labor 
movements in California but solely 
because they committed the atro- 
cious crime of which they were 
convicted.” 

Agitator for Many Years. 

Throughout their fight for free- 
dom Mooney and Billings Have rep- 
resented themselves as supported 
by labor interests. The report took 
exception with this view, saying: 

*““Mooney and Billings are not 
representatives of labor. Mooney 
and Billings and their sympathizers 
claim, and from the beginning have 
claimed, that the prosecution was 
initiated and carried on at the in- 
stance of the enemies of organized 
Tabor. Nothing can be _ further 
from the truth. 

“Instead of being a representa- 
tive of labor Mooney has been for 
many years an agitator, shunning 
physical labor. He has been a 
thorn in the side of labor for many 
years. He, Alexander Berkman 
(identified during the Mooney trial 
as an anarchist), and his associate 
anarchists have preached and prac- 
ticed direct action, force and vio- 
lence in furtherance of their war 
against arganized society.”’ 

Keplies to Senator Wheeler. 

The report cited a pamphlet en- 
titled ‘‘Labor Leaders Betray Tom 
Mooney,” issued last year by the 
International Defence League, in 
which appeared this statement, 
purporting to be signed by United 
States Senator Burton K. Wheeler 
of Montana: “Tom Mooney is the 
victim of-.one of the foulest con- 
spiracies ever perpetrated in this 
country and it was done because he 
was active in labor circles in Cali- 
fornia.” 

The report said “this declaration 
was, of course, induced by the same 
propaganda which influenced Sen-

“This statement by Senator 
Wheeler is a slander most foul 
against the State of California, its 
courts and public officials for 
which the Senator should apolo- 
gize,” the report continued. 
Maxwell McNutt, San Francisco 
attorney, who defended Mooney in 
three trials in 1913 on charges of 
possessing explosives

“From his intimate knowledge of 
Mooney’s character,’ the § report 
said, “McNutt Knew Mooney was 
capable of committing the crime 
and so expressed himself before 
his employment by Mooney. 

“Mr. Older had intimate ac- 
quaintance with Mooney, and knew 
of his dynamiting activities and 
procured bail bonds to keep him 
out of jail during their trial.” 

Rejects Jurors’ Request. 

The request for Mooney’s pardon 
male by members of the convicting 
jury are not entitled to serious 
consideration, the report said. 

“Such petitons are easily ob- 
tained, especially when requested 
by interested friends or relatives 
long after conviction. 

“We are reliably informed that 
nearly all of the jurors were per- 
sistently importuned by Mr. Older 
to sign such petitions and were 
likewise pestered, annoyed, ha- 
rassed and hounded day and night 
by relatives and friends of Mooney 
and their own relatives and friends 
until by reason of _ irresistible 
pressure brought to bear upon 
them, they yielded to such entreat- 
ies, against their own will and 
judgment and signed the request.” 

Sullivan’s Summary. 

Sullivan thus summarized his re- 
port: 

“1—Prior to the twenty-second 
of July, 1916, Mooney, Alexander

COUZENS MOVES 
TO RESTORE 1918 
INCOME TAX RATE 


Millionaire Would Put 
Heavy Levy on Rich, 
Raise $486,000,000 More 
Than in House Bill

WASHINGTON, April 22.—Sen- 
ator Couzens, the unorthodox mul- 
ti- millionaire Republican from 
Michigan, is preparing amendments 
to the pending billion dollar tax 
bill to restore the 1918 wartime 
individual income tax rates and to 
eliminate many of the excise taxes 
approved by the House. 

He said today that he would 
first offer his plan to the Senate 
Finance Committee which is now 
writing the bill in executive ses- 
sion, and later lead the fight on 
the floor for its adoption. 

Couzens also may propose an in- 
crease in the tax on net income 
of corporations but he has not de- 
cided definitely on this. 

The significant fact about the 
1918 rates, which Senator Couzens 
would apply, is their universality 
but most of the revenue. they 
would bring in would come from 
incomes between $5000 and $100,- 
000. 

Congressiorn-* ‘~~ experts have 
calculated that even after eliminat- 
ing many of the excise taxes the 
Couzens pian wel’ rrovide $486,- 
000,000 more revenue than the 
House bill, and that this would 
permit the balancirs of the bud- 
get on July I, 1933. 

Would Reduce Exemptions. 

Under the Couzens’ amendment, 
exemptions would be reduced to 
$1000 for single persons and $2000 
for married persons, with $200 ad- 
ditional for each dependent. Un- 
der the 1918 law the normal rate 
was 4 per cent on the first $4000 
of income in excess of the exemp- 
tions, and 8 per cent on the tax- 
able income in excess of $4000. ( 

The surtax started at 1 per cent 
on taxable income between $5009 
and $6000 and rose 1 per cent with 
each $2000 of added incoOme up to 
$100,000. The surtax on the last 
$2000 of the latter amount was 48 
per cent. 

On incomes in excess of $100,000 
the surtax rates were as follows: 
$100,000 to $150,000, 52 per cent; 
$150,000 to $200,000, 56 per cent; 
$200,000 to $300,000, 60 per cent; 
$300,000 to $500,000, 63 per cent; 
$500,000 to $1,000,000, 64 per cent, 
and in excess of $1,000,000, 65 per 
cent. 

These were the 
paid between 1918 and 1924, and 
Senator Couzens insists that the 
emergency today is at least equal to 
that of the war period. To the ar- 
gument that there is no longer any 
money in the higher brackets, Cou- 
zens counters that it would be nec- 
essary to put these rates into the 
bill to justify the proposed in- 
creased rates on incomes between 
$5000 and $100,000, from which he 
expects to gét the bulk of the reve- 
nue. Couzens makes the same ar- 
gument about the reduction of the 
exemptions.

Congressional experts who have 
access to Treasury statistics, have 
told Couzens that there are only 7°) 
persons in the country who ‘would 
pay the maximum 65 per cent sur- 
tax. The incomes of these indi- 
viduals are so high, however, that

| they would pay tnto the Treasury 


a total of $107.000,000. It is fur- 
ther calenluted that there are only 
1970 individual incomes in the 
country now in excess of $109,600 
a year. 

The biggest tax-paying group un- 
der the Couzens plan would be per- 
sons with incomes between $10,000 
and $25,000. These would con- 
tribute a total of $194,000,000. 

Couzens calculates that his plan 
would cause 2,290,000 persons with 
incomes between $2000 and $3000 
to pay an average tax of $17.47, or 
a total of approximately $39,000,- 
000. The average tax on incomes 
between $3000 and $5000, Couzens 
Says, would be about $87. 

In making all his estimates, 
Couzens, in the interest of conser- 
vatism, lopped off 10 per cent from 
the figures supplied by the tax 
experts. Under this plan, he says, 
the Government would have a sur- 
plus of $4,000,000 on July 1, next 
year.

Are St. Louis Schools Famous? 
Ty the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: * 
“4 WN article appeared on this page re- 
A cently regarding the famous St. Louis 

school system. It caused me to take 
‘an inventory of the things for which our 
‘St. Louis school system is famous. lf 
‘thought long and hard without recalling 
‘a single item to be inventoried other than 
‘those that date back a generation or 
more, and I wondered just why one 
should believe that our school system is 
Yamous. I felt that some St. Louisans 
‘are like our boasters of Puritan descent, 
-about whom it is said, ‘““‘They are like po- 
tatoes, for the best part of them is under 
‘the und.” 
eae community, whether it be Po- 
dunk or Gopher Prairie, shouts loudly of 
its wonderful school systems. St. Louis 
is not peculiar in this. Why is it done 
and by whom is it done? It is done 
because of local pride and the ego which 
‘we all possess to a greater or lesser de- 
‘gree. We are all local boosters, and 
those who know least boast most. 

As I pondered the subject, | thought of 
William T. Harris, a philosopher, a leader, 
‘a man who introduced into St. Louis the 
first public school kindergarten to be 
found anywhere. He brought Miss Susan 
Blow here to organize the work in. 1873. 
St. Louis then had “perhaps the most 
prominent city school system in the coun- 
try.” It “soon became a center from 
which public kindergarten ideas were dif- 
fused.” William T. Harris also organized 
science instruction. In 1871 he published 
a well-organized course of study which 
was widely copied and did much to in- 


troduce science instruction throughout, 


the United States. Harris also made St. 
Louis famous for his introduction here 
xf the first flexible promotion plan. Later 
he became an editor of books on educa- 
tion and a United States Commissioner of 
Education. 

Both Harris and Gilbert Morrison, for- 
mer principal of the McKinjey High 
School, were believers and workers for 
the idea underlying the junior high 
school even before the first such school 
was established at Berkeley, Cal. 

For what is our school system now 
famous? Haven't we relied too much on 
former glories? Have we become famous 
for progressive education? For the 
junior high school? Or for any of the 
recent contributions of value to educa- 
tion? 

Our Board of Education system is 
archaic; our system of selection of offi- 
cers of administration—that of filling 
such positions with men within our owh 
system without canvassing the field for 
' outstanding progressive educators—is dis- 
astrous to the best interests of our sys- 
tem. 

We are held up to the country for our 

lack' of reorganization of our school sys- 
tem on the 6-3-3 plan. It is significant 
that in 80 per cent of our 157 cities 
having a population of 30,000 or more, 
one-half of the school population is at- 
tending reorganized schools. Only 17 per 
-cent of these 157 cities have no reorgan- 
ized schools. Detroit, Rochester, N. Y.; 
Berkeley, Cal., and Philadelphia have 
been the most progressive in this move- 
‘ment. They feel that more people re- 
main in school, they feel that they guide 
the pupils better for the selection of their 
-life work, and they believe that they 
“appeal more to the interests of adolescent 
-boys and girls. We have much statistical 
~ data to show that the junior high school 
“has justified itself in these places many 
times over, 
. Much is said about retrenchment. The 
St. Louis systent had plans, before the 
depression, to build more high schools. 
This at a time when the elementary 
schools had closed several rooms because 
‘they hadn’t pupils to fill them. Of course. 
the high schools are crowded, but does 
this necessitate the building of more high 
schools? We are told on rather reliable 
‘authority that if a few of the elementary 
‘schools, selected at strategic places 
throughout St. Louis, were converted into 
‘Junior high schools, and if the ninth 
“grade pupils in the high schools and 
‘the seventh and eighth grade pupils of 
-the elementary schools were sént to such 
‘schools, we should have the full use of 
‘our elementary school plant and a full 
relief of the crowded conditions in our 
-high schools. Why haven't our St. Louis 
“organizations interested in saving taxpay- 
“ers money investigated these possible 
savings?

(RAILWAYS AND HIGHWAYS. 


“Bus and truck regulation will be our next order 
of business,” says Chairman Rayburn of the House 
Interstate Commerce Committee. His promise was 
called forth by the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion’s recommendation for laws providing Federal 
regulation of motor vehicles engaged in interstate 
commerce. It is high time that this become the next 
order of business. So swiftly has the competition of 
busses and trucks arisen that the Transportation Act 
of 1920 is no longer adequate to provide an equitable 
foundation for the country’s carrier system. In ad- 
dition, there is the matter of safety on the public 
highways, menaced by thundering goods trains and 
monstrous busses, which imperil other traffic and 
hasten the destruction of roadbeds. The Federal 
Government can deal with ,these problems, and set 
an example for the states to follow in regulation of 


intrastate traffic. 
The growth of truck traffic was discussed. by the 


Interstate Commerce Commission in its annual re- 


port last year. “Competition of motor trucks pre- 
sents the most serious problem for railroad execu- 
tives,” it said. A witness was quoted who stated 
that the freight handled by trucks in 1930 was valued 
at 15 billion dollars and hauled a distance of 20 bil- 


freight mileage. Another authority estimates a gain 
of 380 per cent between 1919 and 1929 for livestock 
hauled by truck. In the same period, the railroads’ 
livestock business declined 27 per cent. 

Bus traffic has made similar inroads in railway 
passenger business. Both bus and truck have made 
themselves highly useful factors in our transporta: 
tion system, and the country now could not dispense 
with either. In fact, many railroad lines have adapt- 
ed these motorized services as auxiliaries of their 
facilities. The intention is not to abolish bus or 
truck lines, any more than it would have been prac- 
ticable to abolish the railways when steamboats and 
Conestoga wagons began to feel the pressure of their 
competition. It is, rather, to end the condition of 
“unrestrained competition” mentioned by the I. C. C., 
which condemns that condition as “an impossible so- 
lution of the present transportation problem.” So 


it is. The railroads suffer from hard times, and in 
many cases from exploitation. To impose upon them 
the additional burden of unrestrained and untaxed 
competition will be to force most of them into re- 
ceivership and ultimately into government ownership. 


The task of Congress and the commission, then, 
is to impose fair regulation and to see that the high- 


way competitors of the railway pay their share of 
taxes and of building and maintaining the public 
roads, which are all-important to their success. The 


two forms of transportation are largely complemen- 


tary, at least with respect to freight hauling. Trucks 
have proved their greater efficiency for short hauls, 


while railroads still have the larger share of the long- 
distance business. Although, as the I. C. C. points 
out, there is an excess of carrying capacity in ex- 
isting transportation facilities, it should be possible 
to adjust the rivalries on a live-and-let-live basis, fair 
to railways, motor vehicle operators and the public.

SHORT SELLING AND OUR PLIGHT. 
What is the public to infer from the Senate com- 


mittee’s investigation of short selling on the New 
York Stock Exchange? Is it that short selling is 
responsible for the present level of stock prices? 
Poppycock. One need only to read the earnings 
statements of corporations listed on the exchange to 
realize why prices are low. These statements reveal 
a tremendous déclimte in business since 1929. Short 
selling is an effect and not a cause of the decline, 
and, though it may in some cases aggravate the sit- 
uation, its influence is but a drop in the bucket com- 
pared with other depressing factors. 


On several occasions, Mr. Hoover publicly has lam- 


basted short sellers in the securities and commodities 
markets, going so far as to question their patriot- 
ism. We hold no brief for speculators. The millions 
of amateurs who went into the great bull market 
and the politicians who acclaimed the inflation of 
values as proof of the wisdom of their leadership, 
have occasioned infinitely more grief to the nation 
than a few professional gamblers. It is true, as 
President Whitney of the New York Stock Exchange 
states, that as long as prices are established by our 
present methods, freedom in buying and selling is 
essential. What evils arise are inherent in the 


process. 
It is rather late in the day to attempt dragging 
a red herring across the trail of our troubles, or to 
attribute to a small group of stock market gamblers 
a major responsibility for our plight. No sensible 
person can be fooled by such a subterfuge as that. 
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TAXATION AND STATE UNIVERSITIES. 

The mooted question of whether incomes from hold- 
ings of state universities is taxable has been settled 
by the United States Supreme Court in the negative, 
Under the ruling, money _rettirn from whatever 
source and of whatever extent is held incidental to 
a strictly governmental activity and, as such, exempt 
from taxation. In most states, the state university 
derives little or no income from its holdings. There 
are, however, notable exceptions, such as Oklahoma, 
from which arose the case in point of Burnet vs. 
Coronado Oil & Gas Co., involving a tax on income 
from land the University of Oklahoma leased to an 
oil company. The University of Texas is another in- 
stance of a state university which derives revenue 
from oil and cattle lands. In deciding the question, 
the Supreme Court divided 5-to-4, with Justice Me- 
Reynolds delivering the majority opinion. The dis- 
senters were Justices Brandeis, Stohe, Roberts and 
Cardoso.

Anniversary Celebrated With 
Convocation of Students to 
Hear Addresses. 


Washington University celebrated 
today the seventy-fifth anniversary 
of its inauguration. There was a 
general convocation of students and 
faculty in Graham Memorial chapel 
this morning. 

On April 22, 1857, Edward Ever- 
ett, at the height of his fame as 
orator and statesman, journeyed 
here to deliver the inaugural ad- 
dress. His audience included many 
distinguished St. Louisans. Today, 
Harry Jones, a junior in the law 
school and recent winner of the 
Missouri Valley oratorical contest, 
repeated portions of Everett’s 
speech. 

Jacob M. Lashly, an alumnus of 
the law school, was the principal 
speaker on today’s program. Chan- 
cellor Throop introduced Charles 
Freeman, president of the student 
body, who presided. His successor, 
elected yesterday, was presented. 
Students who participated in major 
campus activities during the year 
were awarded certificates. 

The university was chartered by 
the State in 1853. Its corporation 
met for the first time the following 
year and it was not until 1857 that 
the institution was ready to func- 
tion as a university. Today’s cele- 
bration was called the Eliot pro- 
gram, in honor of the Rev. Wil- 
liam Greenleaf Eliot, founder and 
third chancellor of the university. 

Last night university officials 
participated in a banquet at the 
Downtown Y. M. C. A., given by 
the University Y. M. C. A., at which 
300 boys who will be graduated 
from St. Louis and St. Louis County 
high schools next June were guests. 
The youths were taken afterwards

could not inherit her property, 
although part of the Adams estate, 
because Mrs. Eldridge had not 
been registered when first taken 
to Japan, and Japan did not recog- 
nize her existence! The money had 
been invested in a Japanese bank. 

“I do not approve of Eurasian 
marriages,” comments Mrs. El- 
dridge. ‘‘Because I have heard too 
many holy prayers and seen too 
many horses. Because this world 
is, at best, full of uncertainties, 
confusions and insecurities for all 
of us, Occidental and Oriental 
alike are afraid to climb down from 
the psychological horses they are 
riding however many prayers our 
priests of philosophy, science, econ- 
omy and travel may be mutter- 
ing. We must stick to our horses 
or fall, because we have not yet 
learned to unhorse gracefully. What 
avail are holy prayers in a horse’s 
ear? They only make him shy!” 

And in a concluding chapter, her 
husband, discussing the peculiar 
ambiguous condition in which a 
child of an Eurasian marriage 
finds itself, offers the following 
comment:
